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£1,2M WASTE OVERSPEND 


DORSET Waste Part¬ 
nership is facing a stag¬ 
gering 2014-2015 
overspend of up to £1.2 
million. 

And councils such as 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land and West Dorset 
may have to find tens 
of thousands of pounds 
worth of extra cash to 
bail the partnership out. 

If finances do prove 
to be this bad then 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land could face an extra 
bill for £90,000, West 
Dorset £70,000, North 
Dorset £40,000, 
Purbeck £40,000 and 
Dorset County Council 


a whopping £800,000. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s representative on 
the partnership, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Roebuck, said 
that nearly half the 
overspend was because 
of staff overtime costs. 

He added: “The part¬ 
nership spent far more 
money that it needed to 
on adjusting rubbish 
collection rounds in 
Christchurch, East Dor¬ 
set and North Dorset. 

“Systems in these 
areas needed upgrading 
but not to the extent 
that the partnership 
committed itself to. 

“In extreme cases it 


agreed to go down farm 
tracks to collect rubbish 
bins which should re¬ 
ally have been left out 
at the roadside. 

“Cumulatively this 
took hundreds of extra 
hours for rubbish lor¬ 
ries to deal with, a situ¬ 
ation not helped by the 
fact that the partnership 
bought new lorries 
which couldn’t get 
down farm tracks. 

“So different vehicles 
had to be brought out 
specifically for this 
purpose which is still 
going on in some 
places. 

“Operatives are doing

a good job but are 
being let down by part¬ 
nership management. 

“That still leaves 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land facing a bill of up 


to £90,000, something 
we will be discussing 
with the partnership to 
find a way forward. 

“If we can’t find a 
way forward it will 


mean we will have to 
find money from other 
services.” 

DWP provides waste 
and cleansing services 
for seven Dorset coun¬ 
cils and it was formed 
after the seven authori¬ 
ties adopted a new joint 
municipal waste man¬ 


agement strategy in 
2009 to guide the way 
waste and recycling is 
managed in the county 
until 2034. 

In January 2012 all 
the partner councils in 
the DWP agreed to in¬ 
troduce a standardised, 
county-wide recycling 


and refuse collection 
service; the Recycle for 
Dorset service. 

The whole initiative 
aims to save money 
through waste minimi¬ 
sation, joint buying, 
sharing depots and ve¬ 
hicles and cross¬ 
boundary collections.

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Council's North Quay move 
proposals met with apathy

FEW people seem interested in 
proposals to move Weymouth 
and Portland council from its 
current offices on North Quay. 

A report which went before 
yesterday’s meeting of the au¬ 
thority’s management committee 
set out proposals which include 
retaining a public reception in the 
town centre at the council-owned 
Mulberry Centre and staff deliv¬ 
ering local services from the 
council’s existing Crookhill Of¬ 
fices in Chickerell. 

Back office staff will share 
South Walks House offices in 
Dorchester with colleagues from 
West Dorset District Council. 

But the report also contained 
figures which revealed an apa¬ 
thetic response to eight weeks of 
consultations with the public, 
councillors and council staff 
about those proposals. 

Three out of four West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland staff or 
councillors didn’t bother to re¬ 
spond to the consultation - 414 
out of 551 - while public re¬ 
sponse was far worse with just 41 


people out of more than 60,000 
choosing to comment. 

Yesterday’s meeting was also 
due to be given a condition report 
estimating that the council would 
need to spend in the region of 
£2million on building and main¬ 
tenance costs in coming years to 
stay in its main offices at North 
Quay. 

Moves out of the office are 
planned to take place in phases 
next year and will see the council 
significantly reduce its running 
costs. 

The council hopes to create a 
high-quality mixed-use develop¬ 
ment on its North Quay office 
site to help regenerate the har- 
bourside and provide an eco¬ 
nomic boost for the area. 

Council finance and assets 
spokesman Councillor Colin 
Huckle said: “A councillor work¬ 
ing group has been looking long 
and hard at this and I’m pleased 
that we are at the stage to look at 
the consultation results. 

“The consultation will help us 
move onto producing final de¬ 


signs in order to realise the very 
real and tangible benefits of 
moving out of the North Quay 
offices. 

“We’ll be able to cut our run¬ 
ning costs and regenerate the har- 
bourside with a high quality 
mixed-use retail and residential 
development which will bring 
economic benefits for both the 
council and town in line with our 
vision for the Borough.” 

The two councils remain sepa¬ 
rate, but now share a workforce, 
a move that has saved around £9 
million in three years. 

Proceeds from the sale of the 
council’s Guildhall building to¬ 
gether with Government money 
- awarded in recognition of the 
council’s partnership working - 
will help pay office conversion 
and moving costs. 

This is estimated to be in the re¬ 
gion of £650,000 depending on 
final agreed designs. 

The North Quay site and other 
key harbourside sites are part of 
the evolving town centre master 
plan.

Wyke Road tunnel work started 


WORK has started to stabilise 
a slope and re-open a footpath 
next to the Wyke Road tunnel 
in Weymouth. 

The £200,000 project, joint- 
funded by both Weymouth & 
Portland council and Dorset 
County Council, will see two 
phases of work. 

Phase one has started and will 
take around eight weeks to fin¬ 
ish. This work includes repair¬ 
ing and anchoring the east 
wing wall of the Wyke Road 
Tunnel and stabilisation of the 
upper slope. 

Phase two of the scheme will 
begin in the New Year, to sta¬ 
bilise the lower slope and rein¬ 
state the footpath from Wyke 
Road to the Rodwell Trail. 

The Rodwell Trail and Wyke 
Road tunnel will remain open 
during the work although the 


width of a small section of the 
trail will be cordoned off 

Weymouth and Portland 
council has appointed local 
consulting engineer Aspley As¬ 
sociates to undertake the de¬ 
sign and contractor Westpointe 
Limited to carry out the work. 

The contractor will aim to 
minimise disruption but, as the 
work will involve drilling, 
some noise will be unavoid¬ 
able. Information and safety 
boards will be set up on the ap¬ 
proaches to inform trail users 
of the work. 

Residents and visitors are re¬ 
minded that the footpath from 
Wyke Road on to the Rodwell 
Trail is currently closed due to 
the unstable slope and alterna¬ 
tive routes should be used until 
the works are complete. 

Residents and businesses 


likely to be affected will be 
sent letters about the work. 

The normal working hours 
for the works are weekdays be¬ 
tween 8am and 6pm. Weekend 
working is unlikely but de¬ 
pendent upon severe weather 
and ground conditions. 

Weymouth and Portland 
transport spokesman Council¬ 
lor Christine James said: “The 
Rodwell Trail is a vital link for 
many, and the stabilisation of 
the wing wall will ensure that 
the route remains safe and en¬ 
joyable for the thousands who 
use it. 

“This is important work and 
it's good news that the trail will 
be able to stay open for the du¬ 
ration. We would like to thank 
residents and users for their pa¬ 
tience while the work is taking 
place.”

A SPADEFUL of earth 
dug by the world’s 
greatest biologist, Pro¬ 
fessor Edward Wilson, 
marked the ceremonial 
start of Portland’s £30 
million Mass Extinc¬ 
tion Monitoring Obser¬ 
vatory project. 

The aim is to trans¬ 
form a windswept cliff 
top at Bowers Quarry 


into a dramatic spiral 
building to exhibit 
stone sculptures of 
more than 860 species 
to have gone extinct 
since the Dodo so the 
world will be encour¬ 
aged to tackle the threat 
of extinction in other 
species. 

Professor Wilson is 
MEMO’s patron and 


the project is now 
being pursued in for¬ 
mal partnership with 
his Biodiversity Foun¬ 
dation in the US. 

He told the View: “I 
came all the way here 
for the reason that this 


is an absolutely ex¬ 
traordinary event. 

“It is not an exagger¬ 
ation to say that the 
world view embodied 
in this project is inspi¬ 
rational, it is historical 
and it is a rare opportu¬ 


nity for me and others 
to participate in it. 

“It is comparable with 
the Magna Carta in that 
we are finally begin¬ 
ning to turn the corner 
in realising that human¬ 
ity is in the process of 
destroying the living 
part of the environ¬ 
ment. 

“There are eight mil¬ 
lion species in the 
world and we are wear¬ 
ing it down with reck¬ 
less destruction and 
indifference. Half could 
be gone or on the brink 
of extinction by 2100. 

“MEMO will sound a 
call for action to protect 
the remainder of life 
and hence the stability 
of the planet. 

“The biosphere is 
what protects the stabil¬ 
ity of the physical 
world. If we protect the 
living environment we 
will also protect the 
physical environment, 
but if we only try to 
protect the physical 
through stopping cli¬ 
mate decline then we 
will lose both. 

“The living environ¬ 
ment is the key to life. 


Destroy the biosphere 
and we are setting up 
our own destruction.” 

He was welcomed to 
Bowers Quarry by 
MEMO founder Sebas¬ 
tian Brooke who said: 
“It is a milestone, ab¬ 
solutely. I always 
thought this would be 
achieved and today’s 
ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony bears that out.” 

MEMO chairman Sir 
Ghillean Prance said: 
“It was a wonderful day 
and we had a good 
crowd for the ground¬ 
breaking. It was a great 
step forward. It is one 
step at a time and this 
was a major one.” 

Portland Town Mayor 
Rob Hughes said: “It is 
excellent, absolutely 
wonderful. It is great to 
be here to see the offi¬ 
cial start of work to 
build MEMO, with the 
first breaking of the 
ground by Professor 
Edward Wilson, the 
world’s greatest biolo¬ 
gist. It puts Portland on 
the world stage. 

“The community 
loves the idea and in a 
few years time we will 


have a wonderful world 
class attraction to go 
with the Jurassic 
Coast.” 

Portland Community 
Partnership chairman 
Andy Matthews said: 
“There is still a lot of 
work to do but to see 
something like MEMO 
start to become a reality 
is wonderful.” 

MEMO planning con¬ 
sultant Mike Kelly 


said: “We currently 
have a planning appli¬ 
cation in to finalise the 
last details of the pro¬ 
posed development. 

“Weymouth and Port¬ 
land planning commit¬ 
tee imposed nineteen 
conditions and these 
need to be completed 
before a lawful start can 
be made. We hope that 
will be in early January 
2015.”

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Campaign for right 
of way to Castle Cove 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
get the path down recently removed 
steps at Castle Cove beach in Wey¬ 
mouth designated as a Right of Way. 

Tony Dobbs has submitted an ap¬ 
plication for the designation to 
Dorset County Council on behalf of 
the Friends of Castle Cove Beach. 

He told the View: “This is not an 
application to have steps replaced. It 
is to gain recognition that the public 
have a right to walk over that ground 
or route. Steps just make this easier. 

“We had 62 witness statements 
given to us and we would like to 
thank everyone who helped with this. 
One witness statement came from 
New Zealand and another from 
Switzerland. 

“When I counted how many years 
in total were represented by the state¬ 
ments it came to just over 2,100 
years and probably represented over 
50,000 trips up and down the steps. 

“Four witnesses attested to using 
the steps in the 1930s and several 
witnesses recalled that during the war 
this beach was free of barbed wire 
while the main beach was covered. 

“The average span of use of the 
steps was a staggering 34 years. To 
put that into perspective the criteria 
for a Right of Way to be recognised 


is a minimum of 20 years use.” 

He added that the Friends were well 
aware that their campaign could turn 
out to be a long one. 

Mr Dobbs said: “The application 
process is likely to last years because 
there is a backlog of claims from 
other areas of the county, but this is 
an important first step and I am con¬ 
fident we have a very strong case.” 

He added that the Friends were also 
working on several other areas to re¬ 
gain public access to the beach, an 
access lost because of the danger 
posed by land slippage which the au¬ 
thorities claim is too expensive, at 
least £1 million, to make the repairs 
worthwhile. 

He said: “We will probably be sub¬ 
mitting more witness statements. A 
lot of people are very concerned and 
it is this concern which is encourag¬ 
ing people to act as witnesses. 

“This route is a right of way and 
has been for more than 80 years. We 
know that there were steps going 
down to the beach in 1899 because 
they are marked on an Ordnance Sur¬ 
vey map. 

“We hope that Dorset County 
Council will accept our evidence of 
length of use and agree to designat¬ 
ing this path as a Right of Way.”

ANDREW (Bart) 
Simpson’s life has been 
remembered by the 
painting of a giant 
mural on the side of a 
building in San Fran¬ 
cisco.

A group of Academy 
of Art University stu¬ 
dents have created a 
large public mural, 
measuring 37m x 17m 
depicting three boats 


sailing near the Golden 
Gate Bridge on the side 
of a university-owned 
building on the corner 
of Hayes and Polk 
streets. 

The memorial was 
spotted by Weymouth 
and Portland Borough 
councillors Hazel and 
Ian Bruce during a re¬ 
cent holiday to the 
USA. 

The couple were 
making their way to the 
airport when they came 
across the mural. 

They said: "We were 
awe struck to see how 
the students of San 
Francisco have com¬ 
memorated Bart, and 
now with the success of 
Bart's Bash we know 


his memory will inspire 
future generations of 
sailors." 

Long time friend of 
Simpson’s and Artemis 
team member Iain 
Percy said Bart would 
have been pleased with 
the piece. 

He said the artists’ 
team effort and passion 
would be something 
Simpson would have 
been proud of and 
humbled by. “What he 
really enjoyed was 
working together with 
a team of people,” 

The students pre¬ 
sented Percy with a 
framed painting of the 
mural, which he prom¬ 
ised to pass along to 
Simpson’s family.

Word of mouth, 
the movement of expats and the incredible 
power of the internet have all contributed 
to the campaign stretching out across the 
globe. The geographic expansion sup¬ 
ports and delivers on our primary objective 
of spreading key health messages to men 
everywhere. 

The idea for Movember actually started 
with a conversation between mates, so 
there's a nice synergy to the fact that today 
it's conversation that is central to achieving 
our goals. That one conversation back in 
2003 has today grown into billions, taking 
place around the world.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Forecast looking bleak for 
Weymouth weather service 


IT looks like Weymouth is about to 
sever a 134-year-old piece of his¬ 
tory if councillors follow the cash¬ 
saving recommendations they are 
being given. 

Weather records have been part 
of Weymouth history since Victo¬ 
rian times, but it seems the cost of 
rain and temperature readings has 
hotted up enough to make meteor¬ 
ology the latest potential victim of 
council cutbacks. 

The service has been run these 
many years by Weymouth weather¬ 
man Bob Poots, who is philosophi¬ 
cal about its impending demise. 

After all, the arguments for shut¬ 
ting it down positively ooze com¬ 
mon sense which, in itself, should 
make us a bit suspicious since com¬ 
mon sense is not the council’s 
strong suit. 

Those arguments include the 
somewhat startling observation that 
scrapping the service “won’t incon¬ 
venience anyone”. Says who? 

It costs just over £8,000 annually. 


I wonder how much that sum gen¬ 
erates in free publicity for the town 
when its weather, figures and obser¬ 
vations are used on radio and tele¬ 
vision programmes? 

Another pro-scrapping argument 
is that other groups might step in to 
do the weather but there is already 
a fully operational weather station 
in Weymouth! 

Where’s the sense in shutting it 
down if others or might create an¬ 
other station? And if closure won’t 
inconvenience anyone, why the talk 
of replacing it? 

No. The reason for closure is that 
the council feels it has a chance to 
save £8,300 without inciting mas¬ 
sive complaints. 

It will be interesting to see what 
happens when, and if, the new 
Tourist Information Centre gets off 
the ground and people come in to 
ask about the weather: somehow I 
feel telling them to “look at the 
forecast on the tellie” isn’t going to 
impress them too much.

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Gun amnesty for all: 


hand in those guns 


A TWO-WEEK gun amnesty campaign started in 
Dorset this week - but not in Dorchester where the 
town’s police station is now closed to the public. 

A number of hand-in points have been arranged, 
the nearest local point being Weymouth Police Sta¬ 
tion which will be opened from 8.00am to 4.00pm 
Monday to Friday, 9.00am to 1.00pm and then 
2.00pm to 4.30pm Saturday. 

Individuals taking part in the campaign will re¬ 
ceive an amnesty for possession of the firearm at 
the point of surrender to a lawful authority. The 
surrender does not provide immunity from prose¬ 
cution if the weapon is found to have been used 
unlawfully. 

A proportion of the firearms handed in will be 
destroyed but some may be retained by armourers 


if they are of significant interest or unusual. 

A previous firearms amnesty in Dorset in 2003 
saw more than 300 firearms handed over to police. 
These included starting guns, BB guns, air 
weapons, shotguns, pistols and rifles. Ammunition 
was also surrendered. The vast majority of these 
were not being used for criminal use. 

Operational Support Superintendent Nicky 
Searle, from Dorset Police, said: “We acknowl¬ 
edge that the vast majority of firearms owned in 
Dorset are legally held and responsibly used. 

“However, from time to time members of the 
public acquire firearms either as a result of inher¬ 
iting them or, in some cases, as a result of changes 
to legislation when legally held weapons become 
illegally held weapons.”

Protecting Dorset's children 


DORSET may be one of the safest places to live 
in the country but nowhere is unaffected by the 
real and constant threat of child sexual exploita¬ 
tion (CSE). 

Child sexual exploitation is a crime that can af¬ 
fect any child regardless of social or ethnic 
background. Tackling CSE demands a joined up 
response from all agencies. 

The Chief Constable and I have met several 
times to discuss the steps we are taking to pro¬ 
tect children across Dorset. We know that com¬ 
munities are understandably worried about the 
threat posed by CSE and parents are concerned 
about their children’s safety online. 

The Chief Constable’s has set out the Dorset 
force’s response to the recommendations from 
the ‘Independent Inquiry into CSE in Rother¬ 
ham, 1997-2013’. 

We are investing more resources into CSE to 
pursue and prosecute those offenders who ex¬ 
ploit vulnerable young people. With our partners 
we are working hard to identify those at risk of 
harm and work together to protect them. 

As well as informing young people on the 
signs of grooming, we want to build their trust 
so they feel confident in reporting abuse which 
can take many forms, such as the giving of gifts 
which can be misinterpreted as a symbol of gen¬ 
uine affection. 

Historically, the vast majority of incidents 
recorded in Dorset were linked to children living 
under the care of their local authority, who are 
regularly reported as missing. Controlled drugs 
are a factor in approximately 80 % of any re¬ 
ported sexual activity. All named offenders were 
male and the vast majority were white, aged be¬ 
tween 18 and 30 years. 

Each type needs identifying and correct multi-

agency procedures need to be adopted to prevent 
it. It is important we share information to ensure 
a quick response to a child’s needs. This will re¬ 
sult in earlier identification of vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and will improve communication between 
professionals from police, education, health and 
social care. 

The Dorset Police Safeguarding Referral Unit 
(SRU) provides a central point of contact for 
child protection, vulnerable adult and domestic 
abuse referrals. 

I, the police and our agency partners want to 
reassure the public that we will be vigilant and 
determined to prevent these abhorrent crimes, 
and where they happen, prosecute them robustly. 

Children deserve to grow up happy, in a safe 
environment. I pledge to do everything in my 
power to make that happen.

New app-roach to protecting fish 


A NEW phone app has been 
launched by Dorset Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) to celebrate Dorset Food 
Week. 

The app is designed as an offline 
tool to help people make informed 
decisions when buying and eating 
seafood. 

Fish Advisor, which is available 
on iTunes, Google Play and Ama¬ 
zon, is part of DWT’s Great 
Dorset Seafood Campaign. 

Users can get more information 
about a variety of Dorset-caught 
species and their fishing methods, 
summarising each species with a 
traffic light scoring system. For 
example, the app approves rod and 
line caught mackerel or fixed net 
sole, but in the case of shark and 


ray species, DWT suggests avoid¬ 
ing them completely. 

DWT’s Marine Conservation 
Officer, Emma Ranee said, at the 
launch of the app at the Chesil 
Beach Centre: “We are already 
seeing signs off Dorset that some 
sea stocks such as bass are under 
pressure, so we hope the app will 
help people make informed 
choices and encourage them to eat 
less popular fish. 

“On a global scale marine 
species face an uncertain future. 
They are threatened by overfish¬ 
ing and unselective, damaging 
fishing methods. 

“However, on a local scale, there 
is something we can all do to help. 
Using DWT’s new Fish Advisor 


app will mean the general public 
can find out more about the 
seafood they consume. 

We are encouraging everyone to 
choose species that are caught lo¬ 
cally, using more sensitive capture 
methods such as rod and line or 
pots.” 

DWT chief executive Simon 
Cripps introduced the GDSC be¬ 
fore the launch heard discussion 
on the app and its influence on 
local fishermen. 

There are over 40 species of fish 
caught in Dorset alone, largely 
supporting a fleet of small boats 
using traditional methods. For 
more information about the Great 
Dorset Seafood Campaign, visit 
w ww.greatseafood .org .uk.

nine arrested 

NINE people appeared at Westminster Crown 
Court in London today charged with fraud 
and money-laundering offences following 
telephone scams in London and Dorset. 

The scam involved victims receiving a call 
from someone purporting to be from their 
bank, advising them of alleged fraudulent 
transactions on their accounts. They were 
then advised to phone the customer services 
department using telephone numbers from 
the rear of their cards. 

The victim then hangs up and calls the 
number as suggested and speaks to a differ¬ 
ent voice who advises them to make transfers 
to a newly created account and assures con¬ 
firmation details will be forwarded. 

It appears the initial caller may not be hang¬ 
ing up, keeping the phone line open and the 
victim then believes they have connected to 
a legitimate bank number after dialling out. 

All nine defendants appeared in court 
charged with a variety of fraud offences, 
some of which occurred in Dorset. 

Detective Inspector Andy Roberts from 
Bournemouth CID, said: "Offenders were try¬ 
ing to get the victims to withdraw cash and 
either courier it to an address in London 
using a taxi company or transfer the cash to 
another bank account for "safe keeping". 

"No bank or building society employee will 
ever ask a customer to transfer funds over the 
phone from one account to another. 

"We'd urge people to report them to police 
by calling Action Fraud on 0300 123 2040. 
Please also pass this information on to friends 
and neighbours."

WEST DORSET 
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Council reviews its 
local bus subsidies 


DORSET County 
Council is being asked 
to reconsider the level 
of subsidy it offers on 
local bus routes. 

Campaigners claim 
the county is amongst 
the meanest in the 
country when it comes 
to subsidies; one of the 
reasons many bus 
routes in Dorset are 
being cut. 

The Liberal Democrat 
group has asked for the 
issue to be debated at 
next week’s county 
council meeting, al¬ 
though a similar re¬ 
quest has been refused 
in the past by the Con¬ 
servative controlled au¬ 
thority. 

Bridport councillor 
Ros Kayes says bus 
subsidy levels were one 
the biggest issues on 
local people’s minds in 
a recent Ask Dorset 
survey. 

Cllr Kayes says that 
since the issued was 
last raise, in July, the 
Lib Dems’ have been in 
discussions with trans¬ 
port groups and the bus 
companies. 

"What they are telling 
us," said Ros Kayes, 


"is that Dorset County 
Council pays practi¬ 
cally the lowest rate of 
reimbursement on con¬ 
cessionary fares in the 
whole of the UK. 

This matters because 
if you are only getting, 
say, a 50p subsidy on a 
ticket which really 
costs £3.50, it's very 
difficult for bus compa¬ 
nies to break even, so 
they are cutting the 
services which don't 
make enough profit. 

Other counties pay 80 
or 90 pence reimburse¬ 
ment per concessionary 
traveller. We think if 
Dorset County Council 
were to do the same we 
would see some of the 
services that have been 
recently cut, reinstated 
on a commercial basis. 
It’s not about subsidy - 
it's about the County 
Council meeting its ob¬ 
ligation for a fare reim¬ 
bursement - and this 
they are clearly not 
doing ". 

Concessionary bus 
passes for the over 60s 
are regarded by many 
pensioners as a lifeline, 
enabling free public 
transport.

Making bird feeders at RSPB centre 


WINDFALL apples and donated sun¬ 
flower seeds formed the basis of a 
special RSPB bird feeder workshop 
in Weymouth. 

Seeds were thrust into the apples to 
create an instant feeder point for vis¬ 
itors to take home and hang up in 
their garden. 

The workshop was held at the 
RSPB’s Radipole Lake where event 
leader Luke Phillips said: “We also 
used a lot of lard to mould into feeder 
balls or gaps in pine cones which 
could then be hung up for birds to 
feed on. 

“We are already knocking at the 
door of winter when wild birds need 
all the help they can get. 

“If people value their winter garden 
visitors then giving them a bit of help 


with suitable food benefits house¬ 
holder and bird alike.” 

He added that one of the aims of the 
feeder workshops was to educate 
children during half term about what 
birds they might see in their garden 
and how to look after them. 

Luke said: “You can put almost 
anything out except things that con¬ 
tain a lot of salt or additives which 
are bad for birds. 

“The ideal thing is perhaps wild 
bird seed which has been specifically 
formulated with wild birds in mind. 

“We also suggested a variety of 
ways that people could go home and 
make their own bird feeders using 
yoghurt pots, plastic bottles and tins 
which both provide useful recycling 
and help for nature.” 


Sea level to rise nearly 
1 m in next 100 years 


DORSET’S coastline is 
facing a century of 
challenging coastal ero¬ 
sion which will be 
fought in some places 
and allowed to happen 
in others. 

The impact on Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
was spelled out to the 
Civic Society during a 
talk by Richard Ed¬ 
monds, the Earth Sci¬ 
ence manager for the 
County Council’s 

Jurassic Coast team. 

He told the View that 
Dorset coastal waters 
could rise by as much 
as 85cms by 2114, 
something Society 
chairman Gerald Mabb 
said was of great im¬ 
portance not just to 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land but right along the 
Jurassic Coast. 

He continued: “The 
real trouble with this 
coast is that change 
isn’t gradual. It hap¬ 
pens occasionally and 
can be catastrophic.” 

He highlighted the 
terrible weather earlier 
this year when Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
were hit by three once- 


in-50-years storms in 
quick succession, the 
worst wave of which 
reached more than 26ft 
as it smashed into 
Chesil Cove. 

The coast is managed 
by the Shoreline Man¬ 
agement Plan which 
only has four options: 
hold the line, advance 
the line, managed re¬ 
alignment and no ac¬ 
tive intervention. 

Sea defence schemes 
are not just built, he 
said. They must pass 
key criteria including 
engineering viability, 
being economically vi¬ 
able and being environ¬ 
mentally acceptable. 

“The approach for 
Weymouth is “hold- 
the-line”, he said, “be¬ 
cause the value of 
property is so great it is 
worth doing”, but there 
will come a time with 
rising sea levels when 
the town’s beach will 
be “squeezed” and the 
beach wall will become 
more exposed. 

He raised a laugh 
when he said the sim¬ 
ple solution would be 
to move Chesil Beach 


and put it in front of the 
Esplanade wall, but no 
one was laughing when 
he said that in 100 
years time “that may be 
the only option, be¬ 
tween a seafront bat¬ 
tered by waves and a 
pebble beach”. 

Lodmoor was slightly 
different, he said, and 
while a “hold-the-line” 
policy might apply in 
25 or 50 years’ time, in 
100 years this would no 
longer be possible be¬ 
cause sea levels would 
have risen so high. 

So by 2114 Lodmoor 
may have a policy of 
“managed realign¬ 
ment” of the beach 
road and some de¬ 
fences while areas such 
as Jordan Cliff might 
have “no active inter¬ 
vention” with erosion 
allowed to happen. 

Mr Edmonds ended 
his talk at the Nothe 
Fort with a thought- 
provoking question: 
“Do we want a natu¬ 
rally eroding coastline 
or one dominated by 
concrete and rock ar¬ 
mour maintained at 
huge cost?”

buyers, especially families and people 
who like to entertain.

WHEN renovating your home, the final 
style and finish of your home is entirely 
up to you - where you have less free 
rein, however, is in these five renova¬ 
tion essentials...

This isn't much 
use as garden, because it's usually too 
narrow to sit out in, but can make a big 
difference to the space indoors. By ex¬ 
tending into the side return, you can 
turn a narrow kitchen into a good-sized 
kitchen-diner, which is a great addition 
to any home and will make yours more 
valuable and sellable. 

4. Do create open-plan living space,

War I, this special programme of early films recre¬ 
ates a typical night out at the cinema in 1914. A 
glorious miscellany of comedies, adventure 
films, travelogues and newsreels, it has been re¬ 
leased in selected cinemas around the country. 

The Electric Palace is delighted to show this 
film the day before Remembrance Sunday, a day 
that will be highly-charged given the signifi¬ 
cance of the anniversary. 

Cinema a century ago was a new, exciting and 
highly democratic form of entertainment. Pic¬ 
ture houses nationwide offered a sociable, lively 
environment in which to relax and escape from 
the daily grind. With feature films still rare, the 
programme was an entertaining, ever-changing 
roster of short items with live musical accompa¬ 
niment. 

One hundred years on, this special compilation 
from the BFI National Archive recreates the glo¬ 
rious miscellany of comedies, dramas, trave¬ 
logues and newsreels which would have 
constituted a typical night out in 1914. 

Among the highlights of this selection of 14 
short films are a quirky comic short about a face¬ 
pulling competition, a sensational episode of the 
American film serial The Perils of Pauline, an early 
aviation display, scenes of suffragettes protest¬ 
ing at Buckingham Palace and Allied troops cel¬ 


ebrating Christmas at the Front. There is also an 
early sighting of one of cinema's greatest icons. 

The British Film Institute has commissioned 
composer and pianist Stephen Horne, one of 
Britain's leading accompanists of silent film, to 
create a new improvised score - with abundant 
references to music of the period - which reflects 
the spirit in which the films were made. 

Bryony Dixon, curator of Silent Film, BFI Na¬ 
tional Archive said: "We've trawled the Archive to 
find films that will give audiences a real taste of 
what it felt like to go to the cinema in 1914. 

"Cinemas, or 'picture houses' as they were 
known then, were beginning to boom and at¬ 
tract millions of people, from courting couples 
to children who would go regularly. 

"It wasn't only a social event, but also a chance 
to catch up - via newsreels and travelogues - 
with the world beyond your local high street. 
Amazingly, some of the original cinemas that 
opened in Britain around 1914 are still operating 
today."

Landslides in the Uk: Geology lecture at Dorset County Museum 


DORSET County Museum will host a geology 
lecture on the subject of landslides next 
Wednesday, November 12th at 7pm. 

Dr Helen Reeves of the British Geological 
Survey will give an overview of the landslides 
work undertaken by the British Geological 
Survey. This this will include a description of 
the national landslide database, the ways in 
which landslides are surveyed, monitored and 
predicted, and the value of these activities to

Wildlife photographer brings 
live show to Dorset village 


AWARD-WINNING wildlife photographer Ben 
Osborne is well known on the Artsreach circuit 
for the stunning photographs that formed part 
of the Jurassic Journey exhibition in 2012. Having 
worked on David Attenborough's BBC natural 
history programmes such as 'Life in the Freezer' 
and 'PlanetEarth', Ben's captivating live shows re¬ 
flect his extensive stills photography work. This 
autumn Ben returns with a new show, taking au¬ 
diences on two winter journeys to Ladakh and 
Zanskar. 

"Off the beaten track doesn't even begin to de¬ 
scribe how remote these places are" says Ben. 
Lying on the edge of theTibetan plateau behind 
the main Himalayan ranges, these two ancient 
kingdoms are effectively cut off from the outside 
world in winter by heavy snowfall and tempera¬ 
tures down to -30C.They are also politically sen¬ 
sitive, lying on the border between China and 
India. 

"Our plan was to look for snow leopards and 
other animals which live in these remote moun¬ 
tains. In winter the weather is so extreme that 
even these tough species leave the high moun¬ 
tain slopes and head to the valleys where they 
are easier to see. To 
find them, we trekked 
up frozen rivers, 
crossed lung-busting 
mountain passes, trav¬ 
elled through unin¬ 
habited valleys, 
camped in caves and 
visited ancient monas¬ 
teries, much to the 
surprise of the resi¬ 
dent monks. We skied 
into areas that were 
completely cut off for 
6 months in the winter 
and even strayed (not 
entirely by accident) 
into military zones, 
which were out of 
bounds to foreigners. 

Here we stayed with 
some of the wildest, 
toughest people who I 
have ever had the 
privilege of meeting." 

"If these journeys are 
so tough why did we 
do two of them? Well, 
the first didn't go en¬ 
tirely according to 
plan and I'm not the 
kind of person to give 
up on a challenge be¬ 
cause of a bit of snow 


and a rapidly melting river" says Ben. So four 
years later he and his team set off again to finish 
the job. 

Himalayan Journeys tells the story of the two 
expeditions with stunning images and entertain¬ 
ing commentary from Ben.

THE Dorset County Boundary Research Group is 
holding a seminar on Saturday, November 15th 
2014. The subject is Charting and Chartering the 
Borders of Dorset: county boundary-making set in 
a wider historical context.

Besides writing for 
shows such as Who Dares Wins and Alas Smith 
and Jones, he was a co-founder of Hat Trick Pro¬ 
ductions - responsible for such classics as 
Whose Line is it Anyway?, FatherTed, Have I Got 
News For You and Chelmsford 123. In the'90s, 
he became a mainstay on hit sports/comedy 
panel show They Think it's all Over. More re¬ 
cently McGrath has been a regular on Grumpy 
Old Men, Three Men in a Boat and Great British 
Adventure (Paddy McGuinness, Will Mellor) and 
has presented numerous documentaries on 
history, engineering, beer and wine and nature.

He 
went on to be musical director and lead singer 
for Spitting Image (The Nol hit The Chicken 
Song was his handiwork) Like McGrath he also 
starred in TV's Who Dares Wins and Chelmsford 
123, as well Not The Nine O'clock News, KYTV, 
Shelley and Blackadder. He also donned a cun¬ 
ning disguise and altered his voice to become 
Tony Angelino, the'Crying'speech impediment 
singer in a classic episode of Only Fools and 
Horses. He has recently guested in the very 
popular Outnumbered and acclaimed spoof 
documentary The Life of Rock with Brian Pern. 
He is a regular cast member of Radio 4 favourite 
Old Harry's Game - Andy Hamilton's long-run¬ 
ning radio show about Satan. As a musician 
and composer, Philip's credits read like a who's 
who of British comedy and include The Hitch¬ 
hiker's Guide to the Galaxy, Fry & Laurie, The 
Lenny Henry Show, Dirk Gently, Whose Line is 
it Anyway?, The Fast Show and Harry & Paul and 
he has written music for a vast amount of TV 
and radio shows such as Outnumbered, 
Jonathan Creek, Badults and Yonderland, as 
well as Gimme Gimme Gimme, My Hero and 
Benidorm. He has also composed for films in¬ 
cluding Kevin & Perry Go Large. He is also an 
avid Arsenal supporter.

With outputs of 
575 hp and 750 Nm, it is the most powerful 
engine ever developed by BMW for four- 
wheel-drive vehicles. It is linked to a newly 


developed eight-speed M Steptronic auto¬ 
matic transmission now featuring Drivel- 
ogic.The cars'outstanding driving dynamics 
benefit from specific tuning by BMW M, 
while their bespoke interior and exterior de¬ 
signs blend sportiness, luxury and function¬ 
ality. 

The new M TwinPower Turbo V8 en¬ 
gine: the best of all worlds 

The bare figures for the new BMW 4.4-litre 
V8 engine in the X5 M and X6 M are impres¬ 
sive enough in themselves, but they tell only 
half the story. This new power unit develops 
its maximum 575 hp - four per cent more 
than the engine in the previous models - 
from 6,000 to 6,500 rpm, while peak torque 
of 750 Nm (a gain of 10 per cent) is available 


from 2,200 to 5,000 rpm. This combination 
of high-revving capability with linear, rapid 
response is thanks to the engine's innovative 
M TwinPowerTurbo technologies, which in¬ 
clude cross-bank exhaust manifolds, two 
TwinScroll turbochargers, direct fuel injec¬ 
tion working at a pressure of up to 200 bar 
and VALVETRONIC variable valve control. 

These technologies, in combination with 
the newly developed eight-speed M Step¬ 
tronic transmission with Drivelogic, ensure 
performance more than meets the expecta¬ 
tions of a car from BMW M while at the same 
time demonstrating exceptional fuel effi¬ 
ciency. The X5 M and X6 M accelerate from 
0-62 mph in a supercar-equalling 4.2 sec¬ 
onds, but in normal road driving they are ca¬ 
pable of 25.4 mpg, with C02 emissions of 
258 g/km - reductions of over 20 per cent 
compared to the previous models. 

The cross-bank exhaust manifold sends 
two converged streams of exhaust gas to 
the TwinScroll turbochargers through four 
separate exhaust ducts.The engine features 
an extremely rigid closed-deck crankcase 
which permits the high fuel injection pres¬ 
sures necessary for it to achieve its impres¬ 
sive power output. A lightweight, torsionally 
stiff forged crankshaft with low rotating 
masses helps to sharpen the engine's re¬ 
sponses. 

Every model from BMW M has to be 
passed as 'fit for the Nordschleife'. The ex¬ 
treme lateral and longitudinal acceleration 
put upon cars when lapping the Nurbur- 
gring places high demands on an engine's 
oil supply, but sophisticated sump and suc¬ 


tion snorkel geometry ensures that the X5 
M and X6 M can generate up to 1.2 g with¬ 
out problems. Meanwhile, a combination of 
low- and high-temperature radiators en¬ 
sures optimum cooling for the engine 
coolant, charge air and engine and transmis¬ 
sion oil. Electronically controlled flaps within 
the exhaust system help to provide a riche 
sporty soundtrack. 

The eight-speed M Steptronic transmis¬ 
sion with Drivelogic delivers all the advan¬ 
tages in terms of responsiveness of the M 
Double Clutch gearbox in other BMW M 
models, with the smoothness of a torque 
converter automatic. It also allows for a 
wider spread of gear ratios to foster greater 
fuel efficiency, and for the first time in a 


torque converter automatic it permits'creep 
on demand'through the Low Speed Assis¬ 
tant system. The Drivelogic function allows 
the driver to prioritise fuel economy, com¬ 
fort or sports performance, while gear 
changing can be fully automatic or driver- 
controlled via paddles on the steering 
wheel. A Launch Control function is fitted to 
permit perfect standing starts. 

The xDrive four-wheel-drive system is fully 
flexible in the way it distributes torque to 
each axle, to ensure maximum traction on 
all roads and in all weathers. Normally the 
bias is towards the rear to give the X5 M and 
X6 M maximum agility, but when the occa¬ 
sion demands, 100 per cent of engine 
torque can be sent to either axle.
